TOWN  WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester  in  the  County  of  Grafton 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on 
Tuesday  the  9th  day  of  March,  at  7:30  p.m.  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  make  appropriations  for  same, 

3.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  Town  Poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  repairing  high- 
way and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  make  appropriations  for  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25.00  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of 
the  Town  of  Dorchester,  together  with  other  Towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake 
Sunapee  Region. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $577.48  to  se- 
cure from  the  State  $3,849.88  to  be  expended  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00  to  add 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  and  other  Town 
Buildings. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  appropriate  $400.00  for  the  Forest 
and  Fire  Department. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  to  add 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Snow  Removal  and  Road  Equipment. 

1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $50.00  to  add 
to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  care  of  Town  Cemeteries. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $  10.00  to  pur- 
chase Flags  to  place  at  the  Graves  of  our  Veterans  in  Dorchester. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer, 
lease,  rent  or  otherwise  dispose  of  real  estate,  mineral  or  other  property. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
purpose  of  making  arrangements  for  use  of  a  disposal  area  for  garbage  and 
rubbish,  for  the  use  of  Dorchester  Residents. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $50.00  for  ex- 
penses of  Old  Home  Day. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $  100.00  for 
expenses  to  Town  Hall  and  other  Buildings. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  so-called  Paul  Smith 
Road  from  the  West  end  of  Dorchester  Cemetery,  to  Junction  in  Road  top 
of  hill,  a  distance  of  approximately  3/lOths  of  a  mile. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  Repair  and  Maintain  old  Road  known 
as  Poplar  Knoll  Road  from  Route  1 18  to  Junction  on  Paul  Smith  Road  a  dis- 
tance approximately  7/lOths  of  a  mile.  Dorchester  now  has  deed  of  land 
where  Road  is  to  be  changed. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  a  con- 
tract with  the  State  to  construct  a  36  foot  reinforced  concrete  bridge  with  a 
24  foot  roadway  width,  over  the  Rocky  Branch  River  on  the  Bickford  Woods 
Road,  at  a  cost  of  $76,000.00.  The  Town's  share  of  the  cost  to  be  l/8th  of 
this  amount  or  $9,500.00 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
$9,500.00  long-term  note,  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  bridge. 


2 1 .  By  Petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Planning  Board 
of  five  members  with  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  Section  1-15,  Chapter  36  N.  H. 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1969  to  make  a  study  of  the  Town  development 
and  report  to  the  Town  appropriate  recommendations  for  the  promotion  and 
maintenance  of  the  Town's  best  development.  The  board  shall  consist  of  one 
selectman  and  four  other  citizens  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  provided  in 
Chapter  36  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1969. 

22.  By  Petition,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions as  provided  in  Chapter  36  Sections  19,  20-29  inclusive  of  the  N.  H.  Revi- 
sed Statutes  Annotated  1969,  this  will  authorize  and  empower  the  Planning 
Board  to  approve  or  disapprove  in  its  discretion,  new  subdivisions  and  plats 
thereof  showing  streets,  or  widening  thereof,  or  parks,  and  upon  the  adoption 
of  this  article,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  Registry 
of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Grafton  a  certificate  or  note  showing  that  the  said 
Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized,  as  provided  in  Chapter  36  Sections  19, 
20-29  inclusive  of  the  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1969.  If  this  article 

is  adopted,  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  issue  all  certifi- 
cates of  failure  when  the  Planning  Board  shall  fail  to  take  action  as  provided 
in  Chapter  36,  Sections  19,  20-29  inclusive. 

23.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  or  Committees  heretofore  chosen 
and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

24.  To  act  upon  any  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year,  the  public  has  shown  a  great  deal  of  cooperation 
in  the  prevention  of  fires.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood 
the  State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these 
lav/s  follows: 

Fire  Permits 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland  any- 
time the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  household  waste 
burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as 
brush  burning.  (Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to 
9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m.). 

An  Air  Pollution  regulation  forbids  the  burning  of  household  waste 
in  towns  where  such  rubbish  is  collected  by  the  town. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  under  normal  condi- 
tions with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire 
Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with  per- 
mission of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  anothers'  property  with  written  permis- 
sion of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden 
can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in 
the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp 
or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose.

Members  of  Dorchester  Grange,  who  once  again  chose  the  clearing  of 
old  cemeteries  as  their  Community  Service  Project,  aided  in  the  cemetery 
work  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Cheever  Cemetery  received  much  attention.  The  fence  was  re- 
paired and  whitewashed,  the  gate  was  painted,  fallen  limbs  removed  and 
stones  mended. 

A  full  day  was  spent  in  mowing  brush,  cutting  trees  and  setting  up 
stones  in  the  Blodgett  Cemetery. 

The  Town-House  Cemetery  was  mowed  several  times  throughout 
the  summer  as  it  receives  much  attention  from  visitors  to  our  Museum.

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DORCHESTER  HISTORICAL  MUSEUM 


Many  attractions  have  been  added  to  our  Museum  during  the  past 
year. 

In  June,  we  received  a  grant  from  the  Spaulding-Potter  Charitable 
Trust  for  $  1 ,000.00  to  repair  the  building  and  purchase  needed  equipment 
to  safeguard  the  many  records  and  other  priceless  articles  we  have  collected. 
$800.00  was  granted  immediately  and  accepted  in  Trust  by  the  Selectmen; 
the  balance  will  be  granted  when  the  account  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
$800.00  is  received  and  accepted  by  them. 

A  fire-proof  safe  was  given  our  Museum  by  the  Grandmother  of 
Mrs,  Lee  King,  our  only  expense  was  its  transportation  here.  The  chimney 
was  repaired,  the  roof  covered  with  new  shingles,  the  clapboards,  which  had 
been  purchased  several  years  ago  were  put  on,  the  building  was  painted  and 
the  door  repaired.  A  large  steel  file  cabinet  with  a  fire-proof  drawer  was  pur- 
chased. Many  old  records  were  xerox  copied  that  these  copies  might  be  avail- 
able to  the  public  while  the  originals  remained  in  the  safe.  A  collection  of 
Town  Reports  dating  from  1894  to  the  present  date,  plus  several  older  ones 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  a  book  binding  company  to  be  bound  in  hard  cover 
volumes  for  easy  reference.  Brochures  on  the  Museum  will  be  made  before 
it  re-opens  in  the  spring. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  articles  loaned  or  given  by  the  towns- 
people and  other  interested  persons.
